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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Your attention is called to an amendment to the Public 
‘Statutes by the last General Court. 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts be- 
ginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year shall end August 
31, annually.” Approved by the Governor April 4, 1917. 

The State Superintendent advises that we make suff- 
cient appropriation to support the schools until August, 
1919. We therefore recommend that in addition to what 
the law requires, $1,000 be raised for support of schools, 
$300 for high school tuition, $100 for text-books and 
scholars’ supplies, $100 for repairs, and $75 for officers’ 
‘salaries. 

Five schools have been maintained. We have endeay- 
-ored to secure the services of experienced teachers. Our 
teaching force has included a graduate of Bryant and 
Stratton Collge, two teachers holding state certificates and 
several High School graduates. 

Judging by the record of.attendance, we feel that par- 
ents are not as interested in the education of their chil- 
dren as they should be, if they were, there would be a full 
Roll of Honor. 

We have paid tuition to the towns of Enfield, New Lon- 
‘don and Sunapee, as we believed it less expensive and more 
satisfactory than to maintain schools with a few a or 
to pay transportation. 

The varying conditions in Kempton Division e - made 
it impossible to make any permanent arrangement for a 
‘school. The spring term was held at the home of Edgar 
Fowler with two pupils in attendance. The fall and win- 
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ter terms were held at the home of Mrs. McArthur with: 
from seven to twelve pupils. 

Minor repairs were made in all the Divisions. The 
schoolhouse in Morgan Division was thoroughly renovated 
and if new desks were put in, it would be in fine condi- 
tion. 

We earnestly solicit the co-operation of the parents with 
the teachers for the advancement of our schools.
